Judge Sentence* 
Trio To 30 Years 
In Federal Prison 


Three men were sentenced 30 
years each in prison after plead¬ 
ing guilty to the Jan. 6 break-in 
at the Campton Farmers & Trad¬ 
ers Bank and an earlier break-in 
at the National Guard Armory at 
Danville. 

John Paul Scott, 30, Leltchfield, 
his brother, Don Roderick Scott, 
28, Liberty, and Earl Franklin 
Morris, 35, Ponca City, Okla. were 
sentenced in U. S. District Court 
at Lexington last Thursday after¬ 
noon. 

Judge H. Church Ford sentenc¬ 
ed them to five years for con¬ 
spiracy to burglarize the bank 
and 20 years for breaking into it. 
The sentences are to be served 
concurrently. 

He'also sentenced them to 10 
years for stealing guns and am¬ 
munition from the Danville Ar¬ 
mory, and five years on each of 
two counts of possessing machine 
guns without registering them. 
These sentences are to run con¬ 
currently after completion of the 
20-year terms. 

The attempted bank robbery 
was halted by a bank guard, who 
shot John Paul Scott In the mouth 
and right arm. Sheriff George 
Little also was wounded ln both 
knees in the gun battle growing 
out of the brcak-ln. 

Don Scott was captured the 
next day. His brother and Morris 
were found two days after the 
break-in in a fodder shock. Mor¬ 
ris' feet were frostbitten. 

The three were neatly dressed 
for Thursday's hearing. Morris 
was in a wheel chair. 

When Judge Ford asked them 
if they had anything to say be¬ 
fore sentence was pronounced, 
Don Scott said he did not. 

His brother said he realized 
“these charges are serious and I 
would appreciate it if you will be 
just as lenient as possible." 

No statement was made by the 
Scotts - attorney, H. M. Grigsby of 
Springfield. 

Morris court-appointed attor¬ 
ney, Alvin Trigg, said Morris had 
played a “relatively passive role" 
throughout the “reign of terror" 
and shootings. 

He said Morris did not parti¬ 
cipate in any of the shooting, that 
he “waited outside" and drove the 
car. 

He also pointed out that Mor¬ 
ns was on parole from a previous 
sentence and faced six years in 
prison for parole violation. 

The Scotts also had prison rec¬ 
ords, accord'ng to the FBI, and 
had become acquainted with Mor¬ 
ris while serving terms in Texas. 

During most of the hearing 
Morris kept his head tilted for¬ 
ward as though he were trying to 
“nap." 

Neither he nor the Scott broth¬ 
ers showed any change of expres¬ 
sion when the sentences were 
pronounced. 


Another Shipment 
To Be Made From 
Morgan Saturday 


West Liberty and Morgan coun¬ 
ty, one of the few sections in 
Eastern Kentucky not hit by dev¬ 
astating floods last week, were 
quick to respond with and for 
their flood-stricken neighbors. 

News of the full impact of the 
floods on the headquarters of the 
Big Sandy, the Kentucky and the 
Cumberland rivers was not made 
known immediately due to poor 
communications. But as soon as 
two Ashland attorneys, natives of 
Morgan, Ira Nickell and Herbert 
L Rose, got through to West Lib¬ 
erty Thursday morning after be¬ 
ing marooned in Pikeville since 
Tuesday, and told of the great 
suffering there, Morgan countians 
got busy. 

And by the next evening two 
huge trucks were rolling up San¬ 
dy to Pikeville filled with food, 
clothing and bed clothes. 

A 28-foot trailer-tractor of 
Blair Wholesale and a 16-foot 
truck of G. & H. Wholesale were 
filled Friday afternoon. They 
left at supper time, driven by 
Boyd Blair and Neil Hunley and 
arrived in Pikeville shortly after 
midnight. 

Response of Morgan countians 
was immediate and most gener¬ 
ous. 

A group of citizens met with 
Walter Franklin, chairman of the 
Rer Cross chapter, Thursday night 
and planned the campaign for ar¬ 
ticles and food needed by stricken 
people in the flooded area. Hand¬ 
bills, hurriedly printed to explain 
the need and the method of col¬ 
lecting, were distributed the next 
morning by Boy Scouts In West 
Liberty. Telephones were used 
to contact some rural communi¬ 
ties. 

The drive was sponsored by the 
Red Cross chapter here, assisted 
by volunteers, Kiwanians and 
businessmen. Also many women 
aided in various communities. 

Volunteer teams commenced 
picking up gifts in the afternoon, 
and four hours later two large 
trucks were filled. 

Communities of Ezel, Caney, 
Stacy Fork and Grassy Creek 
were notified in time to parti¬ 
cipate. Albert Dorsey led the 
drive at Ezel. But when James 
Elam and Elmer Anderson took 
an REA panel truck there to get 
the contributed supplies, they had 
to phone back for a larger truck. 
A wholesale company truck had 
to be sent to get the large collec¬ 
tion of food, clothing and bed¬ 
ding, much of it contributed by 
the Ezel school, and the rest by 
citizens. 

Earl Reed brought in the sup¬ 
plies gathered in the Caney sec- 
tion. , 

Mrs. Hayden Ratliff and Mrs. 
Billie Jean Vest brought in the 
money and supplies collected at 
Stacy Fork. This included $71.50 
in money as well as food and 
clothing. • __ , 

Trucks coming back from Ezel 
picked up the Grassy Creek col¬ 
lection. . ' 

And in West Liberty, everybody 
who was contacted contributed 
something, one of the volunteers 
said. Many others brought in 
their gifts. 

And many people went to stores 
and bought cases of food for the 
shipment going out. Cash sales 
at Blair Wholesale alone ran to 
$682.00 Other citizens bought 
food at May Grocery, G. & H. 
Wholesale, the Cut Rate Market 
and other retail stores. All the 
wholesales and retail stores con¬ 
tributed liberally also. Some gave 
food, some mattresses, some bed 
clothes. 

And townspeople were more 
than generous in giving clothing 
and food. Much of the clothing 
was almost new, one of the vol¬ 
unteers said And many gave bed 
clothing. Others gave money 

By sundown, two trucks had 
been loaded. The semi-trailer 
contained 116 cases of food such 
as canned vegetables, canned 
milk, canned fruit, lard, flour, 
sugar, baby food, soap powder

Dental-Health Clinics 
Start Across Kentucky 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 4— 
Kentucky’s children will have 
better dental health by a joint 
program started to make emer¬ 
gency dental treatment and health 
education available in all 120 
counties. 

The program to bring to each 
county has been undertaken by 
the Kentucky State Dental Asso¬ 
ciation’s Council on Dental Health 
and the Dental Division of State 
Health Department. 

Dr. F. W. Jordan, chairman of 
the dental association’s executive 
committee, said “t h e program 
should enable us to reach a far 
greater number of children than 
we have been able to reach be¬ 
fore.” 

Local dentists will hod clinics 
in their own offices or at the 
State's four mobile dental units, 
Jordon said until permanent ones 
can be set up in county health 
departments. 

Dr. W. F. Lc.mb, deputy state 
health commissioner, praised den¬ 
tists who have offered their serv¬ 
ices for the program. “We’ve had

Farm operators who have paid 
any farmhand as much as $100 
in cash wages during 1956 must 
file an employer’s tax return for 
agricultural employees, according 
to an announcement today by 
Robert A. Flynn, district manager 
of the Ashland office of the So¬ 
cial Security Administration. 

This should be filed with the 
District Director of Internal Rev¬ 
enue. Louisville, along with the 
social security taxes on the wages 
reported. The return inust show 
the name, social security number, 
and wages pqid to each employee 
whose cash wages in 1958 amount¬ 
ed to $100 or more. 

Beginning with 1957, a farm op¬ 
erator is required to report the 
wages of every farm employee to 
whom he pays $150 or more cash 
wages during 1957 or who works 
for him on 20 or more days dur¬ 
ing 1957 on a time basis, regard¬ 
less of the total cash wages paid. 

Further information regarding 
farm operators may be obtained 
from the District Office of the So- 
c'al Security Administration, 340 
14th Street. Ashland. The office 
is open from 9 am. to 5 p.m.

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MORGAN S CAPABILITIES IN COOPERATION 

Morgan countians were among the first to 
send aid to flood victims last week. And they 
did a quick job. 

A day after the full extent of the suffering 
and damage was made known here, Morgan 
county had two vans of food, clothing and bed¬ 
ding enroute to Pikeville. The Ashland National 
Guard made its way to Pikeville Thursday morn- 
ning, taking the first drinking water and food. 
The r.ejft night two van loads of necessities got 
there from Morgan county. 

And much of the Morgan shipment consisted 
of cases of food, milk, etc. bought with cash from 
stores and wholesales, donated by stores and 
wholesales and gathered at homes and business 
places. 

How did Morgan county do it? 

Through cooperation aroused by human sym¬ 
pathy. 

The method of gathering the gifts was planned 
Thursday night by a small group of citizens. Next 
morning the Boy Scouts delivered handbills to 
homes and business places. In the rural sections, 
telephones were used to tell people of the ship¬ 
ment going out. 

Collecting the gifts started at noon—and with¬ 
in four hours two wholesale company vans were 
filled. They were rolling toward the flood- 
stricken area at suppertime.
